Mint vinegar may be made by put­ 
ting mashed mint leaves into a wide 
mouthed bottle. Do not pack. Pour in 
vinegar to cover, cork securely and let 
stand for two or three weeks.

INFLAMED EYE TREATMENT. 


H o w to Make and Apply Soothing and 
Healing Lotions. 
The 
preparation 
of soothing and 
healing lotions for the eyes should be 
known to every housekeeper, for the 
reason that acute pain often arises 
trom trifling accidents, and to prevent 
inflammation until professional treat­ 
ment is secured timely application is 
necessary. 
If 
there is tendency 
to 
weakness of sight or to swollen eye­ 
lids. the latter sometimes due to a 
low condition of the system, applica­ 
tions may be beneficial. 
Of simple Home remedies hot wafer 
is one of tile best applications that 
can be used when tile eyes are in­ 
flamed. whet lier from crying or from 
irritation caused by a foreign particle 
lodged on the eyeball or lid. 
1'he 
w ater should be as hot as ran be en­ 
dured. aud two soft eloths are neces­ 
sary for the treatment, as one must 
be wrung out and put over the eyes, 
while the patient lies down. and as 
the compress cools the other is imme­ 
diately laid on. 
Twenty minutes of 
tills will usually reduce the redness 
from a prolonged tit of crying. 
Camphor water eye wash, of which 
one hears so much, is easily prepared 
by putting a grain of borax to an 
ounce of camphor water. 
It is safest 
to filter this or any tither mixture con ­ 
taining 
a 
powder 
through 
brown 
pa[>er. that tm smallest parti lo shall 
remain. 
Toe lotion may be dropped 
Into tin* ero s several times a day and 
at night. 
In extreme cases of irritabil­ 
ity a tiny pie e of linen is soaked with 
the solution and laid directly over the 
lids, renewing as it dries. 
If rids 
treatment 
is continued 
through the 
night, as may be done wit ti little trou­ 
ble. the (‘yes will be improved in the 
morning. 
Tea makes a better eye tonic than 
many persons know, for the tannic 
acid 
which 
is 
extracted 
from 
the 
leaves is an excellent astringent. 
For 
this use a strong d ecoction is brewed 
with bolling water, arid the infusion 
stands until the liquid is cold. 
It is 
then strained and the eyes are freely 
bath<*d 
For acute inflammation that often 
appears when a foreign particle is not 
quickly removed from Hie eye un alum 
mixture is strongly recommended. 
A 
grain of the powder is put into an 
ounce of water, and after Hie former 
has dissolved the lotion must be fil­ 
tered through bro WU) paper. 
A few 
drops are put into tim eye immediate­ 
ly and af night. 
Equally soothing is 
sulphate 
of ;:;'c and 
rosewater, a 
grain of tin* former to rn ounce of rile 
latter 
This. too. is dropped in night 
and morning. 


H ow to Preserve Eggs. 
When eggs are only required to be 
preserved tor two or three months 
they keep very well packed in dry salt 
or bran. 
The meat of the egg may 
shrink and rattle 
within 
the shell 
when shaken, but its edibility is not 
impaired. 
Coating tile egg with vase­ 
line or butter will also keep it for a 
short time, or any application which 
effectively seals the pores of the shell 
and excludes air 
will 
prolong 
the 
freshness of eggs. 
If the egg is even 
momentarily 
submerged 
iii 
boiling 
water the albumen thereby becomes 
sufficiently coagulated to prevent the 
entrance of air. 
In some of the rural 
districts in England and Scotland eggs 
for home consumption 
are smutted 
over with a mixture of sulphur and 
lampblack, a cheap and effective pre­ 
servative. 
But 
the limewater 
mix­ 
ture is best for general purposes. 


How to Make Bib Aprons. 
An excellent way of making chil­ 
dren's bib aprons is by using tile reg­ 
ular yoke pattern, cutting the back 
deep enough so that a narrow piece 
of the goods comes under the arm. 
Instead of the same depth yoke in 
front, cut tile material as long as the 
child's dress, rounding the goods ar 
the side if you prefer. 
.Join the. back 
yoke to the front piece: cut the sleeves 
and sew’ in; face the yoke, neck and 
sides with bias strips of the material. 
Two buttons will bo sufficient for tile 
back. 
When finished you will have a 
bib that not only entirely covers the 
front of the child’s dress, but also pro­ 
tects the sleeves. 


TRAVELING ON SLEEPING CARS 


How to Clean a Licht Wool Skirt. 
To clean a light wool skirt take one 
pail of warm soft water.

H ow to Prepare 
For a Journey and 
Be Comfortable. 
Preparations for a night’s journey 
differ much from those for a d a y ’s 
trip, 
because the same articles are 
not required; hence the selection for 
the former must include comfort, and 
to secure this one must have personal 
experience or suggestions from some 
traveler. 
A long dressing gown—a thin one in 
summer and a warm cue in winter—is 
better than a night robe for sleeping. 
It is a mistake not to remove all the 
clothing when going to bed, but a t the 
same lime one should be in condition 
to go to the dressing room if neces­ 
sary. so a wrapper fills the bill com­ 
pletely and is incidentally comfortable. 
Toilet 
articles 
resolve 
themselves 
into a box of cold cream; also either 
some toilet water or saturated solution 
of borax. 
The water to be found in 
sleeping car toilet rooms is not only 
lacking in qualities for cleansing, but 
the basins are so abused by careless 
travelers that a very neat woman will 
not care to use them. 
So with her 
own cleansing agents she is independ­ 
ent. 
A box of toilet powder, a nail­ 
brush 
and 
soap and 
a 
brush 
and 
comb, with toothbrush, complete this 
outfit. 
She must carry her own soap. 
There is no greater danger of contract­ 
ing skin trouble than by using soap 
that has been applied by others. 
For 
use on trains a pair of big soft gloves 
is necessary to traveling comfort and 
cleanliness. 
Wear these through the 
night, because the grime and dinginess 
that are rubbed into the hands through 
long hours of travel and from contact 
with the berth blankets are such that 
it often takes time to get them w’hite 
again. 
In the morning undergarments are 
put on in the berth, and then, drawing 
on the dressing gown and taking the 
hand bag and frock, the journey is 
made to the dressing room, where 
there is a reasonable amount of room 
to finish the toilet properly. 
Instead 
of wetting the face with water, it and 
Hoe ears and neck should be smeared 
with cold cream. 
This must be wiped 
off with a fresh towel. 
Another por­ 
tion of the towel must then be wet 
with either toiler wafer or borax solu­ 
tion and the greasy surface cleansed. 
This application removes all trace of 
cream and dust. 
If the hands have 
been protected at night by gloves they 
will not need 
washing, and one is 
saved putting them into a basin that 
looks unattractive. 
On completion of

as though dressed in lier own room.
